Step 2 Software reset the Pocket PC, then place the Pocket PC into the 

Active Sync cradle. You must have already installed Microsoft Active Sync and 
have synchronized the Pocket PC previously. Note: Please refer to your Pocket 
PC documentation on how to software reset your Pocket PC.
